REVIEW OF MINUTES 
A motion was made by Mr. Meyers, second by Mr. Niezgoda, to approve the June 1, 
2015 meeting minutes as written.  The motion carried unanimously. 
 
UNFINISHED BUSINESS 
 
Proposal to Deny Hearing(s) 
 
Loc H. Nguyen – Nail Tech 
Mr. Nguyen did not appear for his scheduled hearing. He did not contact the Division to 
explain his absence or to request a continuance.  A motion was made by Ms. Sherwin, 
seconded by Mr. Meyers to impose a final denial on the nail tech license of Loc H. 
Nguyen.  The motion carried unanimously. 
 
Rafael A. Ortiz – Cosmo Apprentice 
Ms. Kelly called the meeting to order at 9:35a and stated today’s hearing was a result of 
the Boards proposal to deny the application of Rafael Ortiz.  She introduced the 
application and supporting documents as Board exhibit #1.  The Board members were 
introduced and Mr. Ortiz was sworn in. 
Mr. Ortiz testified that the charges he incurred were related to an incident that happened 
after a visit to a firing range with his cousin.  He stated that he was not currently on 
probation, and has a potential employer lined up should he be granted a license. 
Ms. Wade testified on Mr. Ortiz’s behalf; she stated that she encouraged him to try for 
his license.  He made a mistake, but she believes in 2nd chances and after working with 
Mr. Ortiz feels he deserves a 2nd chance.   
The Board went into deliberations at 9:49a; Ms. Kelly provided guidance to the Board 
regarding §5107(a)(6).  Ms. Sherwin felt that it was pretty clear what the law allows, but 
perhaps they could table the application until he reached the 5 year minimum.  Ms. Kelly 
advised that the Board should consider allowing Mr. Ortiz to withdraw his application so 
his record doesn’t reflect a denial.  He could then reapply in November of 2016.  Ms. 
Kelly asked Mr. Ortiz if he understood his options, to which he replied yes, and then 
stated he would like to withdraw his application at this time. 
A motion was made by Ms. Sherwin, seconded by Mr. Meyers to allow Mr. Ortiz to 
withdraw his application.  The motion carried unanimously. 
The hearing adjourned and went off record at 9:57a.  Verbatim testimony is available via 
audio recording.

Ms. Marsilii stated that anyone applying eyelash extensions should be 
certified, and that certification can be obtained through the distributor.  Ms. Kelly advised 
that more information needs to be reviewed by the Board; she suggested looking at the 
requirements in surrounding states.  Ms. Marsilii indicated that she would bring some 
information to the next meeting as well for the Board to review. 
 
The Board will continue to consider the information surrounding braiders at upcoming 
meetings.
